The Union can be dissolved, not by se- 


cession, but by the voluntary consent of the 
people of the ..United -Stales. - Congress 
ought not to • remain impassive. It - ought, 
if it can, redress any real grievances to the 
offended states, arid .then ought, to .supply 
the president" with all means necessary to 
maintain, the Union in the full and discreet 
exercise of its authority.:-. Beyond this, with 
proper activity on the part of the executive 
the responsibility of saving^the Union, be- 
longs to the people, and they" are' abundant- 
ly competent to discharge' it.

.Mr. Seward argued -at.; length ori the ad-

that as concerns the bondsmen, the laws of 
the state within which a' man is property, 
are supreme, .and that on his "-escape" to 
another state the constitution regards him 
a bondsman who shall , be delivered on 
claim to the party to whom his service is 
due. 
While be th' ought the' acts' "of con- 


gress on the subject should be modified to 
prevent freemen being carried, into slavery, 
be agrees that all the laws of states, free 
or slave, relating to this class of persons, 
contravening the constitution of the United 
States, ought to be repealed, and was will- 
ing to'vote^for an amendment to the con- 
stitution, that congress should never have 
the power to aColish or interfere with slav- 
ery within the states.

Wyandotte Constitution and the. organic 
.aws of other territories could be" repealed, 
le would vote to authorize the admission of 
the new states which should include tKern, 
reserving the. right to offer the sub-division, 
wherever necessary, int.qsev.eral convenient 
itates ; but he did not find that such regu- 
ations could be constitutionally made.

In the House, on the 14th, Mr. English 


offered a resolution favoring the Crittenden 
plan of settling the slavery question. Mr. 
Lovejoy nnd other republicans objected.— 
He again offered it at a subsequent time in 
the day, but the house by several majority 
refused to second the demand for the pre 
vions question, and to vote thereon. 


Mr. Garnett of Va., introduced a joint 


resolution suspending t!ie federal laws with' 
in certain states, refericJ to select commit- 
tee. 


Mr. Haymird offered a resolution instruc- 


ting the select committee on the president's 
message to consider that portion which rec1 


commends a vote of the people on the 
question at issue between the different sec- 
tions of the country now agitating the pub- 
lic mind and that the committee report 
thereon at an early day by bill or joint res- 
olution. The resolution was adopted. 


Corwin, the chairman of the committee 


of 33, made a report, which was made the 
special order for Monday next. Taylor 
made a minority report of the same com- 
mittee. 


In the senate, Bigler proposed an amend- 


ment to the constitution, upon which the 
people are to vote on the 12th of February, 
which elicited considerable debate.

.. 
Tbe Crittenden Amendment. 


As the proposition of Mr. Crittenden of 


Ky'., for the settlement of the dispute iu re- 
lation to slavery, ia more prominent than 
others,- and likely to concentrate the great- 
est support of the compromises, north and 
south, we give the following synopsis of it: 


It proposes amendments to t7te constitution 


as follows: 


l-3t. Slavery is prohibited north of 36° 


3<y—south of that line it is recognized and 
" shall be protected as property by all the 
departments of the territorial government." 
When states are formed, north or south of 
that-line, they shall be admitted with or 
without slavery, as the constitution of the 
state may provide. 


2cl. Congress shall not have power to 


abolish slavery in places under its exclu- 
sive jurisdiction. 


3d. Congress shall not have power to 


abolish slavery in the District of Columbia, 
so long as it exists in Virginia and Mary- 
land, nor without the consent of the inhab- 
itants nor without compensation to owners. 
Nor shall congress prohibit government of- 
ficers from bringing their slaves with them 
into the District. 


4th. Congress shall have no power to 


prohibit the carrying of slaves from one 
state to another. 


5th. Where marshals are prevented from 


arresting fugitive slaves, or when rescued 
after arrest, or the owner obstructed in the 
pursuit of his slave, the United States to 
pay for the slave. 
Counties where slaves 


are rescued, or the master prevented by vi- 
olence or intimidation from arresting them, 
to pay the United States the value, interest 
and damages, so paid to the owner—the 
counties to collect from the rescuers. 


6th. JTb future amendment of the consti- 


tution shall affect the five preceding articles; 
nor the third paragraphs of the second and 
fourth sections of the constitution ; nor shall 
congress abolish slavery in the states. 


Resolved, 1st. That the fugitive slave law 


is constitutional and ought not to be modi- 
fied so as to impair its efficiency, and 
that those who rescue slaves or hinder or de- 
feat the due execution of the fugitive slave 
law ought to be punished by law. 


2d. Recommends the repeal of the per- 


sonal liberty laws, or correction of them so 
us to prevent them from being used for mis- 
chievous purposes. 


3d. That the fugitive slave law of 1850 


ought to be amended so as to make the fee 
cf the commissioner equal whether the de- 
cision is for or against the claimant; and to 
limit the authority of the marshal to sum- 
mon the posse comiiatiis to aid him in ar- 
resting the fugitive, to cases where there 
shall be resistance or danger of resistance 
or rescue. 


4. That the laws against the African 


slave trade be made effectual and thorough- 
ly executed. 


We bare given above a fair synopsis of 


'the Crittenden amendment. There might 
be much said in relation to the various 
propositions contained in it, had we time 
end room. 


It will be observed that this compromise 


is different from the Missouri compromise 
in this—that it provides for a constitutional 
slave code for all the territory now owned 
or kereafler to be acquired, south of 36°30/. 
The old compromise said nothing about 
the protection of slavery in any territory 
south of 36°3<K—it simply prohibited it 
north of that line, and allowed it to take 
its chances south under a congressional 
provision. It is certainly a cool proposi- 
tion, after, the south has repudiated the 
Missouri compromise line, and after the 
people have elected a president directly up- 
on the issue of the prohibition of slavery 
from all our territories, to ask us to sanc- 
tion tbe curse of humaifcbondage, by con- 


stitutional amendment, in the whole oi 
North America, south of the line of 36°30' 
which is never to be changed 1 The other 
four provisions succeeding this are also 
propositions which are so monstrous thai 
the people of the uorth cannot accept them 
The whole five amendments taken together, 
are far beyond the Breckinridge platform, 
which the Douglas democracy repudiated, 
as it provides that in no future contingen- 
cy, so long as the government lasts, shall 
the protection of slavery be blotted from 
the constitution—the words slave and slav- 
ery, which do not now pollute that sacred 
instrument, are to be introduced into it, to 
remain forever, though every state and eve- 
ry citizen of every state should desire to 
expunge them! Such a devilish scheme 
as this can never be accepted by a free 
people, though the.alternative be war with 
all its horrors. 
If this is till that the con- 


servative border states, with their dough 
face allies in the north, have to offer, they 
may rest assured that they make their prop- 
osition in vain. 
If this is a compromise 


we should be glad to have the concession 
to the north pointed out to us. 


There is not the slightest probability that 


these amendments can ever be sanctioned 
by three-fourths of the states, but if it should 
be, we predict that the anti-slavery agita- 
tion at the north would be greater than 
ever before, and would finally result in a 
revolution, ten fold more dangerous than 
the one which now afflicts the country.— 
Let the compromisers think of this. 


Air. Seivaril'& Speech. 


The brief telegraphic synopsis of Mr. 


Srwardrs speech does not give us a sufficient 
idea of its main points and arguments upon 
which to predicate comments. We prefer 
to have the whole speech before us, that 
there may be no mistake in relation to his 
positions. 
The fact that he has received and 


accepted the offer of the position of secre- 
tary of state, under Mr. Lincoln, renders his 
opinions highly important at this time.- 


Dangcr to the Capital. 


The best informed men at Washington 


consider the danger of an attack upon the 
capital imminent. A secret society called 
the " Knights of the Golden Circle," exists 
all over the south, and it is believed that 
they could precipitate two thousand men up- 
on Washington city in twenty-four hours. 
There are not a hundred soldiers there to 
defend the public buildings. The hope now 
.s that Gen. Scott will take immediate meas- 
ures to surround the capitol with men 
enough to defend it. 
Certainly such a 


course is imperatively demanded, and the 
jeople expect to see every thing done, nec- 
essary to-secure a peaceful inauguration of 
he incoming president. If the regular ar- 
my is not sufficient, a call should be made 
upon the states. 


THE EXACT DISTANCES OF THE FORTS.— 


An officer of the U. S. survey gives the fol- 
owing measurements, ns taken from the 
atest surveys made by the coast survey de 
mrtment: Fort Sutnpter is three and three- 
eighths miles from Charleston, one and one 
eighth miles from Fort Moultrie, three quar- 
ters of a mile to the nearest land, one and 
three-eighths miles to Fort Johnson, and 
two and five-eighihs milesfrom CastlePinck- 
uey. The last named fort is one mile from 
the town, and Fort Johnson is two and a 
quarter miles from the town.

Testimony Before the Coron*r'i Jury. 


[RKPORT£» TOR THI DAD.T OAXEM*.] 


A. S. Jones, M. D., sworn, says—I re- 


side in this city ; am a physician 'and sur- 
geon ; assisted in an examination in the 
case of McFarland, yesterday afternoon in 
in this city; found but one wound external- 
ly, on right side of the head, about 3 J inches 
above and in front of the ear; consisted in 
a laceration of 3 or 4 inches in length ex- 
tending over the skull, which must have 
been made by a blunt instrument; discov- 
ered no fracture ; found infiltrations of co- 
agulated filood beneath the skin, about the 
wound ; on opposite side of head found in- 
filtration of blood ; these were all the bruis- 
es found about the head; removed the up- 
per portion of the skull and brain ; found 
serous effusion in different parts of brain ; 
more than could have been deposited after 
the injury; also found considerable conges 
tion; white matter of brain was'slightly 
discolored, otherwise looked natural; the 
examined lungs and heart; found consid 
erable adhesion, of lungs to inner surface o 
chest, and were considerably congested 
found the heart ia a diseased condition in 
several particulars; in one a fatty substance 
found opening of right auriculo ventricul 
twice as large as ordinary; valves were al 
so diseased and decreased in size ; this dis 
ease of the heart must have been of 
stauding, several mbnhts at least; discov 
ered no other, morbid condition of the vis 
cera iu other parts of the body ; the disease 
of the Jieart would cause the serous effu 
sion of brain ; a slight injury on brain so 
diseased would cause death sooner than on 
a healthy organization, for the reason that 
congestion of blood caused by a blow, ad 
ded to congestion caused by infiltration of 
serum, would produce a greater amount o: 
compression of the brain ; don't think the 
blow would of itself produce death ; think 
he had been dead about six hours ; couldn't 
tell precisely; sxuo-ined some garments; 
found blood on coat collar; it is possible 
the wounds might be produced by a fall; 
think that intoxication would produce death 
sooner in such a diseased condition than 
when healthy ; don't think he was iu such 
a diseased condition as would occasion stu- 
por; if he was intoxicated, with his diseas- 
ed condition, sudden death would not be 
singular; the wound might be produced by 
falling on stone or by a blow on the head ; 
don't think he lived a great while after re 
ceiving the injury; there would have been 
more congestion of brain and lungs iasuch 
a case. 


R. B. Treat, M, D., sworn.—Live in city; 


am physician and surgeon ; assisted in post 
mortem examination yesterday, ofMcFar- 
and ; have heard most of Dr. Jones' testl 
mony and read the rest of it; I agree with 
lis statements and conclusions ; the blow

,he brain was considerably congested ; the 
isart was in an unhealthy condition ; the 
right side of the heart was enlarged to 
wice its natural size ; on the left side there 
vas a spot near the point of the short ribs, 
where there was a quantity of blood caused 
}y a bruise probably received within twen- 
,y-four hours ; no other unnatural appear- 
ince ; think he died from a serous efl'uaion 
upon the braiu; this may be produced by 


arious causes ; chronic inflammation ; the 


condition of the brain showed such a state; 
any cause that would increase the circula- 
tion would produce this result; think the 
cause of his death was a serous apoplexy 
caused by an injury; think he did not 
come to his death without external injury ; 
severe intoxication might produce the re- 
sult; it would not make any difference 
what caused the intoxication; the blow 
might produce insensibility ; the wound on 
the opposite of the head might have been 
caused by falling upon the ground; had 
been dead sis: or eight hours ; there was a 
slight warmth of the body ; thcre.was five or 
six ounces of liquid and food in the stom- 
ach ; the appearance of the stomach and 
intestines was that he used liquor.excessive" 
ly; the bruise upon the left side might be 
caused by. a fall. 


Mrs. Catharine McFarland 
sworn.—I 


am wife of deceased; live below Hume's 
planing mill, in the 4th ward ; was at home 
on Saturday evening, cleaning dresses.— 
My husband came home about 3 o'clock; 
had been down town that day; had dinner 
at 4 o'clock; he had been asleep; I got 
through before dark; he went out in the- 
garden and put a calf in the stable ; came 
in the house, took his pipe and laid down 
on the bed about an hour; his daughter 
came home at half-past 8, and soon went 
away; he put on his boots to go out; he 
went out,'and said he was going to lock bis 
stable ; the key was lost; told me to have 
a cup of tea for him, when he coma back; 
I told him there was no wood cut; did 
not see him alive after that. I went up to 
Judge's, and Mrs. Judge said John Moran 
took McFarlane out of the house by the 
arm and gave him a dime to get a quart of 
whiskey; she told me that Mrs. Flaherty's 
son was there drinking, with some other 
boy, and that they went out before Moran 
and McFarland did; I went to Mrs. Judge's 
at half-past ten; they had been gone only a 
few minutes then; went to Peter Leyden's 
door, but could not hear McFarland talk- 
ing ; went to McMullen's grocery, and then 
went home ; McFarland .was sober when he 
came home,and when he went out; John 
Moran boarded at Mrs. Flaherty's; went 
there about 12 o'clock, rapped loud three 
times, but did not hear anything; went 
again about 3 o'clock, rapped, but got no 
answer; got Tom Casey's folks up; then 


home; then went up to, Mr?, Judge'* 


to get her to go to Mrs. Flaherty's; wen 
there, and found her and the old man there 
I asked if John Horan was there last night 
and she said no; then he himself spot 
ont, and said he did come home ; I askei 
where he left McFarland, and he said h 
left him at Eiley's fence setting in th< 
snow; maybe he went into Mrs. Eiley's, a 
they were singing in there ; said he caan 
home between 12 and 1 o'clock, and was in 
bed in another room; then came to Mrs 
Riley's ; young Flaherty was net at home 
Mrs. Pviley came ont and said she heard MI 
Farland with three men go by there tin 
evening before, and heard McFarland nay 
—"I don't want you to molest me to-nighl 
boys; I have always treated you well when 
ever you came to sea"; me. What have you 
got against me ?" I got some breakfas 
for the children, and then went to look fo 
McFarland again ; went to his daughter's 
Ann McFarland ; we went to look for him 
she went by the slaughter house, and 
went towards Monterey; it was half-past 12 
o'clock in the day; she said maybe some 
body threw him in the river; she told me 
when she had found him; we had some dil 
ficulty about a week before; had askec 
some other people to come there ; Michae 
O'Donnell and wife, Michael Doyle ant 
wife and two children, and Mrs. Judge 
Jim Moran came in about 7 o'clock and sa 
down on a box; he came with Patrick Kin 
ney; Kinney was a little tight; he fel 
'over against the stove when he sat down 
McFarland sang a couple of songs for the 
company; had a quart of whisky for the 
company; Kinney did not take any, he was 
so tight he couldn't drink; Moran and Ho 
ran both took sucka ; then John Moran 
sung a song; Mrs. Judge sung another 
and then asked McFarland to sing; he 
aung ; then John Moran sung; Jim Hora 
then would sing in spite of any of them in 
the house; he began two or three times, 
but couldn't go through; »aid he had too 
much cold and whiskey; he accused Mi 
chael Doyle of interrupting him, and took 
him by the cravat and shook him down ; 
McFarland said he didn't invite them here: 
then John Moran took him by the shirt col 
lar, also John Horan took him; I tried to 
help MeFarland; Moran took me by my 
dress and tore it; he took me by the hair 
of my head and knocked me down and 
kicked me; Mrs. Judge told them not to 
kill me; they said they would kill McFar- 
landin his own house; McFarland'toldthem 
not to kill me ; they blew out tbe light and 
said they would give it to them then: do 
not know whether the ever threatened after 
that. 


[The witness gave a lengthy description 


of this difficulty.] 


Peter Let/den sworn—I reside in the city; 


McFarland called at my store and wanted 
a quart of whisky; said he had had some 
difficulty with some boys and had settled it, 
and wanted whisky to treat them ; he paid 
for it, a dime piece ; know a man by the 
name of John Morau ; don't know his bus- 
iness; dontknow much about him ; did no1 
see Mrs. McFarland the night in question ; 
know James Horan; slightly acquainted 
with Michael Flarherty ; did not see either of 
them that night; heard something about a 
difficulty between deceased and Moran and 
Horan; McFarland told me something 
about it. 


Thomas Thornton sioorn—I live in this 


city; knew McFarland before his death j 
was at the place where his body was fount! 
on Sunday ; don't know his wife ; was there 
before the body was taken away ; saw his 
wife take somothing out of his pocket; a 
pocket book, and took ont some papers ; it 
was from the left hand pocket of his pants, 
I think; the pieces of paper were white; 
heard some person say if he was murdered 
he was not robbed; some 12 dollars in 
money were found ,in pocket book ; head 
lay toward the north ; when. I took hold of 
him he was almost warm ; cap was on head; 
snow was 6 or 7 inches deep; hair was 
clotted with blood on back side ; a stump

part way home with mother; then came 
sack to Mullen's saloon ; then went home 
and stayed at home about 15 minutes ; went 
to bed about half past ten ; I know John 
iloran ; know Michael Flarhety; went by 
tfcFariand's when I went horns from town; 
.iva about 2 blocks from McFarland ; James

supposed to be the tracks of his daughter 
when she went down; went down to the 
body ; it was laying on its back ; cap was

Patrick Riley sworn—Heard McFarland 


talking outside my house about 11 o'clock 
Saturday night; he was not talking to him- 
self; going towards river ; know by his talk 
that lie was intoxicated ; don't think be was 
angry. 
Peter Riley was in my house at 


the time; he went out and shook hands 
with them ; he had just arrived from the 
south ; he came back into the house, and 
said McFarland was drunk; also that John 
Moran and M. Flarherty were there. Heard 
nothing more from them that night. 


Peter Riley sworn—Board at John Riley's; 


came there last Friday night from Arkan- 
sas ; lived there all winter ; was at Patrick 
Riley's Saturday night; at 10 o'clock heard 
some one out doors, and went to the door ; 
went out and saw MeFarland, Morau, and 
Flarherty and another'man,; Moran knew 
me and shook hands with me ; I talked with 


him. 
McFarland was a little intoxicated ; 


don't know that the others were; walked 
with them a piece towards Leyden's ; could 
not get iu ; I talked with them ; they said 
they were going home; McFarland had 
parted with them before ; he went toward 
Mr. Thornton's in the 4th ward; the boys 
then went up towards town. • 


B. Spence sworn—Live ia this city ; keep 


hotel near depot; Mike Henchy boards 
with me ; Saturday night 2 men came in at 
8 or 9 o'clock; clerk's name is Henry Sill- 
man ; he was up after me ; was in bed when 
Henchy came in ; Mr. Sillman said Henchy 
came in H or 12 o'clock ; Henchy is usual- 
ly at home nights earlier.
